Refugees and their pets find 
haven at Greta migrant camp 

For more than two weeks [he people of New Sooth Wales 
from Moree to Maitland. WaJgetl to Warren* Brewarrina. Gil- 
gandra have been fighting the worst floods hi the Slate's history. 



STAFF reporter Helen 
Frizcll and photog- 
rapher Warwick Lawson 
spent three days in the 
flooded Hunter Valley 
tint; this stnrv. They saw 
there the courage and 
spirit, so notitrablr in 
every flooded area, that 
enahlrd the people tu earn, 
on.

Until rloihmg supplies ar- 
rived Kurnpenn migrants in 
camp gave their own clothes 
10 flood victims. 

I heard thai one woman, 
fift. tall and over 66 inches 
round the hips, arrived from 
Maitland clad only in a yellow 
satin dress. She had nn under- 
clothes — nothing. 

Workers made her under- 
r.lnthrs by joining petticoats 
together, and Cessnock Red 
Gross were trying to get a 
dress fnr her, but when I sa« 
her sitting outside a hul she 
was still in her yellow satin 
dress, plus an apron. 

On arrival at Greta each 
person was jiven soap, towel, 
and went to a room which had 
a comfortable bed with sheets, 
blankets, and electric light, so 
long forgone in Maitland. 

Down in the hut area 1 met 
Alexander Gimbert and his 
family of five girls. 

The lamily lived with then 
grandmother in a house m 
Maitland'* High St., just near 
llir Long Bridge. 

"One moment ther- was no

and hoped, ai many a man has

"Abyhow, during this period 
Sophy certainty ipem far more 
money than Uncle Peter could 
afford.
